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Tenants face 
7.7pc rise in 
council rents 

Thousands of council tenants in Dudley are facing 
an average increase in their rent of 7.7 per cent. 

The rise, under new proposals, is the biggest in 
almost a decade for residents living in the borough’s 
24,000 council homes. The increase is the equivalent 
of an average £5.54 per week for tenants. 

Council leaders say the proposed increase is calcu¬ 
lated using the Government’s formula based on 
inflation and the size and value of council properties. 
They said they were committed to looking at ways to 
reduce energy bills and offering advice to residents 
struggling to make ends meet. 

Cabinet member Councillor Adrian Turner said: 
“Since 2002 our rent increases have been controlled 
by a central government formula. Despite this pro¬ 
posed increase of 7.7 per cent, our rents compare 
favourably with other local authorities. 

“However, we are lobbying local MPs about the 
implications of a rent formula that is linked to infla¬ 
tion and the impact that it will have on local resi¬ 
dents. 

“We know times are difficult for people, and we are 
looking at ways of mitigating the increase by inves¬ 
tigating ways we can invest in energy efficiency 
schemes to help keep tenants energy bills down, as 
well as providing energy advice and teaming up with 
the Citizens Advice Bureau and providing a debt 
advice service.” 

The proposed increase in rent will be discussed 
and set by councillors in February. 

It comes as plans to give councils more control 
over the money they can spend on council homes are 
unveiled. Government funding will be based on an 
individual council’s financial position rather than 
being based on assumption about its spending. 

It will enable councils to make long-term financial 
plans which will enable them to manage major 
improvement programmes in the most efficient way. 

School’s blitz 
on wrong shoes 

A school cracking down on uniform rules sent 
home 40 pupils for wearing trainers and pumps 
instead of black shoes. Amanda Elwiss, headteacher 
of The Coseley School, said staff wanted to maintain 
the “high standards” of the uniform. 

Children found flouting the rules were stopped at 
the gates and told to change their footwear. They 
were later allowed to return, provided they were 
wearing the correct shoes. Letters had been sent 
home warning parents of the crackdown. Some hit 
out at the move, saying some children missed out on 
mock exams. 

Mrs Elwiss said: “At our school, we are committed 
to setting high standards. In the summer, we wrote 
to all parents reminding them all pupils must be in 
full school uniform. We have sent subsequent letters 
to parents and informed them on November 15 that 
from December 5 pupils who wore trainers to school 
would be sent home. 

“We understand times may be difficult for some 
families and have made exceptions if parents have 
contacted us and agreed a timescale for appropriate 
footwear to be purchased. A small number of Year 11 
pupils were due to sit a mock exam; the school has 
put a mechanism in place for pupils to sit any exams 
they have missed.” 

Gunras Valters, whose partner’s 15-year-old son 
was among those sent home, said: “Brady was 
wearing a pair of black Adidas Stan Smith shoes. 
They look more like shoes than trainers.” 

“The shoes look quite smart. It’s ridiculous.”. 


Ex-firefighter denies murder after ‘seeing red’ 

WIFE KILLED 
OVER AFFAIR, 
COURT TOLD

A retired firefighter from Dudley strangled 
his wife to death after being told she was 
leaving him for his best friend of 30 years, a 
court heard. 

Margaret Wathen, aged 63, was killed by her 
husband Michael just hours after they had visited a 
relationship counsellor, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

The couple, who were married for 44 years and have two 
children, were in their bedroom when she phoned ex-fire¬ 
fighter Alan Thompson, who had worked with Wathen. 

She told Mr Thompson to collect her from the marital 
home in Brier Mill Road, Halesowen so she could finally 
move in with him. 

Wathen, 67, grabbed her by the throat and pulled her on 
to their bed before strangling her, Mr Gareth Evans, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court. Wathen told police the call was “like 
a red rag to a bull” and that he “went insane”. 

Mrs Wathen, who worked in West Midlands Fire 
Service’s control room, was killed on March 2 this year. 

The court heard Wathen admits the manslaughter of his 
wife but denies murdering her. 

The jury in the trial of Michael Wathen were played a 
recording of his call to police at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on Monday. He told the operator: “I have just mur¬ 
dered my wife.” When asked why, he said: “Because she 
was going to leave me.” 

Cancer 

Margaret and Michael Wathen, of Brier Mill Road, had 
gone on holidays with Alan and June Thompson for the 
last 20 years and were seen as best friends, Mr Gareth 
Evans, prosecuting told the court. 

But after Mrs Thompson became seriously ill with 
cancer in January last year, Mrs Wathen and Mr Thomp¬ 
son became “more than just friends”, he told the jury. 

When Mrs Thompson died 12 months later, the relation¬ 
ship went further and Mrs Wathen, known by her middle 
name of Heather, began talking about leaving her 
husband. Wathen had already become concerned that they 
were getting too close and on one occasion saw his wife 
touch Mr Thompson’s thigh. While Wathen and his wife 
were on holiday in Goa, after Mrs Thompson died, she 
admitted to him that she loved Mr Thompson. 

When she refused to return from the holiday with him, 
he punched her five times in the shoulder, Mr Evans said. 

In the end she did go home with her husband, and a 
week later on March 2 they went to Relate in Oldbury. 

Later that day Wathen confronted his wife in the 
bedroom and strangled her soon after, the jury heard. 

She was still alive when paramedics arrived but could 
not be resuscitated and was pronounced dead at 8.20pm, 
about two hours after being attacked. 

Mr Evans told the jury they must decide whether 
Wathen intended to kill her, and said the prosecution will 
argue that he did. The trial continues.

Means tests 
planned for 
ring and ride 

Ring and Ride services in the West Midlands will 
be means tested under new plans. 

Transport chiefs want 70,000 pensioners and dis¬ 
abled people to prove they need the door-to-door 
service. Currently they only have to fill in a form 
declaring they find it very difficult or impossible to 
use conventional buses, trams and trains. 

Councillors on transport authority Centro are to 
be presented with a report next week outlining the 
progress made on a review of the service, run by 
charity West Midlands Special Needs Transport. 

Earlier this year bosses introduced a 60p single 
fare charge to help towards running costs. It was fol¬ 
lowed by a drop of 12,000 trips between April and 
November. The cost of providing the service in the 
West Midlands is £11.5m or £7.50 per trip. The con¬ 
sultation, if approved, would give automatic eligibil¬ 
ity for those showing they receive benefits linked to 
mobility. 

Alternatively applicants can attend a medical 
centre for assessment. 

Pensioners also face being charged £25 a year for 
passes to use trains and trams. Transport authority 
Centro says it is considering means testing elderly 
and disabled people who use the Ring and Ride 
service. 

It will ask them to prove they are eligible for the 
subsidised door-to-door scheme. People above the 
age of 60 are currently allowed to use rail and Metro 
services in the West Midlands for free at certain 
times thanks to an add-on to the free bus passes to 
which they are entitled by law. 

However, Centro is being forced to cut £4.5 million 
off its council tax levy in an attempt to help local 
authorities in the West Midlands cope with massive 
savings. 

Centro will get£147.5m in 2012-13 from the coun¬ 
cils covering Wolverhampton, Sandwell, Dudley, 
Walsall, Birmingham, Solihull and Coventry. 

Chief executive Geoff Inskip has warned he 
cannot rule out job losses, but said efforts were being 
made to cut costs by not replacing staff when they 
leave, rather than through redundancies. 

As well as charging pensioners for passes to use 
rail and Metro services after 9.30am, there are 
warnings of cuts to children’s subsidised travel. 

Thieves get 200 
Christmas trees 

Around 200 Christmas trees worth thousands of 
pounds have been stolen from a farm shop in South 
Staffordshire. 

The thieves broke into a compound at Roberts 
Farm Shop near Kingswinford and dragged the trees 
across fields to nearby Lawnswood Road where they 
loaded them onto a vehicle and drove off. 

Officers said the trees, which were of various sizes 
and varieties, had a sale value of more than £4,500. 

Detectives are now asking witnesses or anyone 
who saw any suspicious behaviour near the farm 
shop to get in touch. They are also appealing for 
people to be on their guard as they believe the 
thieves may try to sell the trees on. 

Farm manager Matthew Roberts said security at 
the site has now been stepped up and nightwatch- 
man has been installed to deter thieves from coming 
back for more trees. 

“It’s a lot of money to lose. It’s left us short and 
we’ve had to order more trees to make sure we have 
enough. It looks like they dragged the trees through 
one of our fields,” he said. It is believed the thieves 
broke into the site at around lam on Sunday.

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Tunnel movement probe 


New fundraisers 


An investigation has been 
launched on an historic canal 
tunnel after movement in the 
brick construction were discov¬ 
ered. 

The Netherton Tunnel on the 
Birmingham Canal Navigation 
near Dudley, was the last tunnel 
to be built during the heyday of 
canal construction 150 years ago. 

Experts have been taking 
earth and rock samples to estab¬ 


lish why the lining of the centre 
sections of the 19th Century 
structure has moved, causing 
some of the bricks to bulge and 
crack. 

During the investigation, the 
canal will be restricted to boat 
traffic at various intervals, and 
the west side towpath will 
remain closed. 

Dean Davies, British Water¬ 
ways’ senior manager, said : “The 


Netherton Tunnel is well known 
to suffer from ground movement, 
and we do monitor this on a 
weekly basis. 

“We are concerned about the 
amount of movement happening 
in the centre section of the 
tunnel, which is also a well- 
known weak spot in tunnel 
design.” The results are expected 
back in the next two to three 
months.

Man with

A Lithuanian man who 
was caught with “a wicked 
and potentially lethal 
weapon” in his car when he 
was stopped by police has 
been jailed for a year.

Geoffrey Dann said. 

Officers searched the car 
after they smelled cannabis 
and found a butterfly knife, 
a hockey stick, stab proof 
vest and dumbbell. 

Stasinkas was arrested 
for possessing the knife but 
further inquiries showed he 
had also been given a 12- 
month driving ban in July. 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, 
defending, said Stasinkas 
now realised he could not 
carry knives around. 

He had denied possessing 
the weapon. 

Stasinkas admitted 
driving without insurance 
whilst disqualified, as well 
as not surrendering to bail. 

He was handed a 40-week 
prison sentence for the 
offences and an earlier 12- 
week suspended sentence, 
handed to him for theft and 
possessing a bladed article 
was activated consecutively.

Mr Morris said a public appeal 
would be held to help raise the 
total. Plans are now being drawn 
up for fundraising events. 

A meeting will be held with a 
barrister to discuss the judicial 
review. 

Mr Morris said: “The action 
group is extremely angry and 
determined not to let the issue 
rest.” 

He added: “There will be a public 
appeal and we will be looking for 
contributions from local busi¬ 
nesses as this is a vital part of the 
community that will be lost.” 

Protest 

West Midlands Fire Authority 
voted to go ahead with its plans 
last week despite a wave of protest 
from residents. 

Following the decision, Hale¬ 
sowen Fire Station will close on 
March 31 and one of two 24-hour 
crews serving the town and 
Cradley Heath removed. Fire 
bosses are also considering 
whether to build a new fire station 
and say they plan to consult with 
residents. 

Halesowen firefighters have 
branded the move a “dark day for 
the public of Halesowen”. 

Firefighters say they face weeks 
of uncertainty over where they will 
be deployed. 

A total of 56 staff between the 
two stations, including officers and 
administrators, will be vying for 28 
posts at Cradley Heath with selec¬ 
tion determined by skills and 
where they live. 

Staff not appointed to those 
posts can choose between positions 
at other stations subject to avail¬ 
ability. 

And some may have to take tem¬ 
porary posts moving between sta¬ 
tions. 


Waiting for 
decision 
on burner 


Campaigners battling a £120 million 
incinerator scheme near Kidderminster 
face a two-month wait to see if they have 
been successful. 

A public inquiry into a controversial 
waste-burning plant in Hartlebury has 
ended following eight days of legal argu¬ 
ments. 

Members of Worcestershire Residents 
against Incineration and Landfill have 
raised thousands to battle the develop¬ 
ment at the inquiry. 

At the end of the hearing, members said 
they felt it had been a fair opportunity to 
put forward their case. A verdict is 
expected in February. 

The group has argued neither Mercia 
Waste Management nor Worcestershire 
County Council have looked at using 
alternative methods of disposing of waste. 

Speaking after the inquiry, chairman 
Ray Kirby said: “We consider the appli¬ 
cant has not demonstrated the very 
special circumstances needed for this pro¬ 
posal to go ahead.” 

But in his summing up, Mr Richard 
Phillips QC, on behalf of Mercia Waste 
Management, said: “There is an urgent 
need to divert waste from landfill. He said 
the development would create nearly 50 
full-time equivalent posts in the area and 
the incinerator would create enough elec¬ 
tricity to power around 20,000 homes. 


Clubhouse fire alert 

A football clubhouse was saved from 
burning down by a member of staff collect¬ 
ing kits for the next match, say firefight¬ 
ers. A fire broke out behind plasterboard 
in a kitchen being refurbished at Lye 
Town FC. Watch commander Simon 
Wiggins said a burning smell was noticed 
by someone picking up kits. He said: “If 
they hadn’t raised the alarm the whole 
place could have burned down.”

The Severn Valley Railway is on track for its best Christ¬ 
mas season for more than 30 years, claim bosses. The 
attraction has sold more than 25,000 tickets for its Santa 
special trains which is 1,800 more than this time last year. 

Visitor services manager David Mee said: “December is 
always the railway’s busiest month of the year, but this 
year is proving to be exceptional.” 

The attraction says two thirds of the seats for almost 100 
of the festive services are already booked. 

Mr Mee said: “The way bookings have been coming in, 
it’s clear that as hard-pressed as many families are in these 
times, the traditional steam train ride on the Severn Valley 
to see Santa is not something they are willing to sacrifice. 

“We’ve sold 1,800 seats more than at this same stage last 
year. Our two Christmas Carol trains have been full for 
several weeks, and places on the Christmas Luncheon and 
Evening Dining Trains from Kidderminster during Decem¬ 
ber are not far from being exhausted.” 

The steam-hauled Santa trains run to a Christmas 
grotto at Arley every Saturday and Sunday in December. 

Present 

There are also mid-week Santa’s Herald trains running 
to Highley, with Santa on board, from December 21 to 23. 

Every farepaying child receives a present from Santa, 
and this year more than 14,000 presents will be given out. 

The Santa special trains have grown in popularity since 
they were first introduced in the 1970s. Bosses say some of 
their success is down to them sticking to the same format 
each year which keeps bringing passengers back. 

Mr Mee said it was important to ensure that visitors 
enjoy the Santa experience enough to want to return again 
next year. 

“We learned from experience many years ago that simply 
packing people in - even though there was the demand - 
was not the way to do it. If people have to stand on trains 
and then join slow-moving queues to see Santa in his 
Grotto, they are not likely to come back again in a hurry. 

“That is why each of the Santa specials is limited to 350 
passengers, all seated, and the intervals between trains 
sufficient to ensure that there’s no rush or crush.” 

The railway is also running a post-Christmas festive 
season service with five departures each day from both 
Kidderminster and Bridgnorth, and serving The Engine 
House Visitor Centre at Highley between Boxing Day and 
January 2. 

A dining service and an afternoon tea service will be 
available on December 28 and 31. 

Consultation over

The second area, which includes the law 
courts, police station and Sandwell College buildings in 
Crocketts Lane, extends south to take in the boundaries of 
Victoria Park, and Smethwick Council House, ending at 
the High Street-Edgbaston Road junction. 

The third area forms the central part of Cape Hill town 
centre framed by two listed pubs, the Waterloo Hotel and 
the Sampson Lloyd, extending to the north along Windmill 
Lane ending at the Mecca Bingo hall.

Most new 

homes 

allocated 

Nearly all of the new council homes 
being built in Dudley borough have 
now been allocated. Work is under 
way at five sites across the area. 

It comes after the council secured 
£4.3 million in funding from the 
Homes and Communities Agency to 
get the scheme off the ground. The 
properties are the first council homes 
to be built in Dudley for almost 20 
years - and more than 30 bids per 
property have been made by people 
interested in wanting to move into the 
new homes. 

The sites include a 19-property 
development on a former council 
garage site in Wood Road, Lower 
Gornal. This includes two, three and 
four bedroom family houses and 
apartments.

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Residents 
evacuated 
over fumes 


Fire crews evacuated around 20 residents 
from their homes in Gornal Wood when a strong 
smell of chemicals seeped into their living 
rooms. 

The householders, some elderly, could not get 
back into their properties in Brook Street for 
three hours while fire crews tried to track down 
the stench. 

Some were taken in by other residents, while 
a group of about 10, along with two pet dogs, 
went to the Darby & Joan Club yards away in 
Abbey Street, which had been opened for them 
by a club member. 

The residents were ushered from the row of 
eight terraced houses at about 6pm on Saturday 
after resident David Elcock, aged 55, called the 
emergency services for advice. 

The homes were taped off and part of the road 
was shut by police. 

Vapour 

Firefighters carried out tests on the vapour to 
decide if it posed any kind of risk to people’s 
health. 

They found the smell was rising from the 
basements and said it was most likely to have 
been caused by someone dumping paint thin¬ 
ner s down a drain. 

Mr Elcock, a kitchen fitter said he became 
concerned after visiting sisters Ida Cox and Ena 
Harris next door and noticing the smell was 
worse in their house. 

He said: “I was watching television and this 
smell started wafting into the room. 

“It was like someone was painting next door, 
but it got worse. I went next door and then 
decided to call the fire service for advice,” added 
Mr Elcock. 


Police say it will help to 
identify anyone moved on 
for causing trouble in case 
they try to return. 

Sergeant Richard Evans, 
heading the operation, said: 
“A no-tolerance approach 
will be used by the team of 
officers and security staff to 
ensure that the Merry Hill 
Centre continues to be a low 
crime area. 

“The head-cams will 
allow us to film areas such 
as the bus station, giving us 
an extra pair of eyes to help 
us prevent incidents before 
they happen. 

Prohibit 

“Police will also be issuing 
dispersal orders under 
Section 27 of the Violent 
Crime Reduction Act 2006 
to those individuals likely to 
be engaging in crime or dis¬ 
order, this will prohibit 
them from returning to the 
centre within 24 hours. If 
anyone fails to comply with 
this dispersal, they could 
face being arrested and 
prosecuted”. 

Head of security for 
Merry Hill, Andrew Black, 
said: “That this is a continu¬ 
ation of our partnership in 
reducing crime.” 

The equipment has been 
funded by Dudley’s Safe & 
Sound Community Safety 
Partnership. 

Police say they are aiming 
to provide a safe and 
trouble-free shopping envi¬ 
ronment. 

Sgt Evans added: “We will 
be working together with 
Westfield Merry Hill by 
increasing patrols and 
sharing intelligence on pos¬ 
sible offenders.” 

Operation Blizzard forms 
part of two ongoing force 
wide campaigns.

“About an hour later I 
heard quite a loud noise 
outside and saw the car 
involved driving down the 
road, obviously looking for 
the front number plate. 

Followed 

“When the driver saw 
that I had seen him he drove 
away. I then got in my car 
and followed them at a dis¬ 
tance. 

“While we were following 
I once again called the police 
to inform them we were fol¬ 
lowing the car and the exact 
location, again to be told no 
officers were available.” 

The crash happened at 
around 4am on Saturday 
November 26. 

Mr Nettleton,who lives 
with wife Dawn, added:

Review 
service 
is failing 

The level of inspections of care 
homes in England fell “significantly” 
after the introduction of a new watch¬ 
dog, which has so far failed to deliver 
value for money, according to a report 
today. 

The Care Quality Commission has 
cut back on inspection and compli¬ 
ance checks after its establishment in 

2009 to concentrate on meeting 
timetables for registering care 
providers. 

This is according to the National 
Audit Office (NAO). 

As a result, the Commission com¬ 
pleted only 47 per cent of its target 
number of compliance reviews of 
standards of care between October 

2010 and April 2011. 

It had a “difficult task” in establish¬ 
ing itself on a £164 million budget. 
This was six per cent lower than the 
three bodies it replaced even though it 
had more responsibilities, said the 
NAO. 

And government recruitment 
restrictions led to 14 per cent of staff 
positions — almost half of them regis¬ 
tration assessor and compliance 
inspector posts — lying vacant, 
meaning the Commission did not 
even spend all the money available to 
it. Auditor general Amyas Morse said 
the CQC has had “an uphill struggle 
to carry out its work effectively and 
has experienced difficulties”. 

The findings were described as 
“deeply worrying” by the chairman of 
House of Commons Public Accounts 
Committee, Margaret Hodge. 

Subway is to 
be improved 

Moves to improve a Halesowen 
subway to stop it from flooding have 
been given the go-ahead by council 
chiefs. 

The project at the Grange Road 
subway will also see pedestrian safety 
improvements carried out. 

Work is being done by Dudley 
Council and the Environment Agency 
and will cost at least £50,000. It is 
hoped the scheme will get underway 
early next year. 

Dudley Council recently gave the 
go-ahead for work to start. 

The subway is alongside the River 
Stour which in 2007 and 2008 burst 
its banks causing severe flooding, par¬ 
ticularly to Grange Crescent. 

Studies by the Environment 
Agency identified an area needing 
extra flood protection at the town-side 
entrance/exit ramp where it links 
with Great Cornbow.

Plans for 

school 

unveiled 

Long-awaited plans to 
revamp and remodel a 
primary school near Kidder¬ 
minster have been unveiled. 

The scheme at Cookley 
Sebright Primary School 
includes an extension and 
the demolition of a swim¬ 
ming pool.

The district planners 
state several design options 
have been explored for the 
site and there has been 
“extensive consultation” 
with all stakeholders over 
many years. 

The proposals also reveal 
a planning application had 
been due to be submitted in 
the summer of last year but 
the project was put on hold 
because of cuts. 

The scheme “retains the 
essence” of the earlier 
project but has been modi¬ 
fied so it is a phased devel¬ 
opment. 

Plans have been put in for 
the whole scheme but the 
county council has cur¬ 
rently secured funding for 
the first phase. The school 
was built in 1884 although 
there have been additions 
and extensions over the 
years.

Rare chance to see 
canal lock workings 



Essential maintenance 
work on a Dudley canal 
gave visitors the chance to 
get a rare glimpse of the 
workings of the site. 

The work at Delph Locks on 
the Dudley Nol Canal will see 
new gates installed. 

The public were able to tour the 
site near Brierley Hill during an 
open day last week to find out from 
expert staff how the specialist 
work is carried out. 

People were able to watch the 
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gates being lifted out and talk to 
the on-site maintenance team. 

British Waterways construction 
supervisor Adam Bannister said: 
“These are all essential works to 
keep the waterways in the best 
possible condition we can, for the 
benefit of the millions of customers 
who use them each year. 

“Each canal differs around the 
country, so therefore each lock gate 
is unique to its canal and has to be 
hand-crafted to achieve a water¬ 


tight fit in its chamber by our spe¬ 
cialist Bradley workshop.” 

Lock gate making and fitting is 
an extremely skilled and tradi¬ 
tional trade, and one that remains 
essential to the waterways. 

Usage 

The gates are constructed with 
tremendous strength as they have 
to control huge water pressures, 
take the hard usage they get from 
the thousands of boats which use 
them each year and survive for a 
long time underwater and at the 
mercy of the elements. 


In order to be waterproof, they 
also need to be built very precisely, 
fitting tightly to the masonry of the 
lock walls and to each other. 

Although they were originally 
built as a flight of nine locks, Delph 
Locks now have eight. 

Delph Lock No4 is currently 
being replaced. 

The flight of locks takes the 
canal from 356ft to 441ft above sea 
level, which is the equivalent to 
about the height of six double deck 
buses. 

Delph Locks 2 to 8 are all Grade 
II listed. 


Chance to have a say on 
polling station changes 


Voters in the Wyre Forest district can 
have their say on plans to change the loca¬ 
tion of some local polling stations. The 
review proposed to change six locations. 

Under the move, the polling station at St 
George’s Community Centre, Load Street, 
Bewdley, would move to the nearby Elim 
Church, Dog Lane.

And the Old 
Rose and Crown station, Worcester Road, 
Stourport, would move to the Forum Busi¬ 
ness Centre in the same street. The district 
council also plans to move the Kiddermin¬ 
ster stations at the Red Cross Centre, in 
Park Street, and Sutton Park Primary, in 
Greatfield Road, to the Evangelical 
Church, in Greatfield Road.

New charge for blue 
badges due next year 

The charge for a disabled blue badge for parking will rise 
from £2 to £10 from next year for people in Wyre Forest. 

Worcestershire County Council officials say the changes 
will affect current blue badge holders whose badge expires 
on or after January 1, 2012 and new applicants applying 
for a blue badge from the same date. 

Along with an increase in charges, badges will no longer 
be handed out on the day of application. Customers 
wishing to apply will need to allow up to two weeks, as 
badges are posted from a central national location to appli¬ 
cant’s homes. 

The charge covers the additional costs to produce and 
administer the new style badge. The badge, valid for three 
years, allows residents with mobility problems to have 
easier access to shops, facilities and services. 
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Village plans 
for Baggeridge 
Brickworks 

A former brickworks in South Staffordshire is set 
to be demolished and replaced with a craft village 
and 140 homes. 

The plan will transform the old Baggeridge Brick¬ 
works site, in Gospel End. Homes will be built on the 
land while 12 buildings will be offered to craft 
workers to run their own shops. 

A nursing home is also to be built and land devel¬ 
oped for an extension of the neighbouring Bag¬ 
geridge Country Park. Part of the site will also be 
landscaped for community use. 

If approved, it will be the end of the site’s long 
association with brickmaking which stretches back 
to the 1930s. 

The site was once part of the Earl of Dudley’s Bag¬ 
geridge Colliery where bricks were made as a side¬ 
line to mining operations. It proved such a success 
that Baggeridge Brick was formed as a separate 
company in 1944. The company was taken over by 
Austrian firm Weinerberger in 2008. 

Bosses have submitted plans in partnership with 
David Wilson Homes. 

Agents for David Wilson said the site had not been 
used for brickmaking for some time and is presently 
a storage site for stock. 

Previous attempts to sell the site for industrial use 
have failed, leading to the new scheme. Both firms 
will retain ownership of the craft village as an 
investment, with firms able to lease the buildings. 

Four buildings on the site are to be retained, 
including the brickworks’ landmark chimney. Two 
other buildings used by a model railway group and 
ambulance service will be kept and another site, for¬ 
merly offices for the brickworks, will be refurbished. 

South Staffordshire Council is expected to discuss 
the scheme next March. If approved, work is sched¬ 
uled to begin late next year.

More than 90 stray horses have 
been rounded up by police in Dudley 
since the start of a new campaign to 
remove them from danger seven 
months ago. 

Officers have been removing the 
animals from busy roads around the 
borough. The move follows calls from 
the public. 

Since April police teams have 
removed 92 horses that were causing 
a nuisance and they believe the 
number of strays is dropping. 

Sergeant Cliff Tomkinson, who 
leads the Brockmoor and Pensnett 
police neighbourhood team’s cam¬

Dudley Council has been paying 
police to impound strays blighting the 
streets after council officers uncov¬ 
ered a law dating back to the mid- 
1800s clarifying responsibility. 

The scheme was originally a six- 
month trial but has been extended 
after it proved a success. 

Hundreds of reports of animals in 
Pensnett, Brockmoor, Kingswinford 
and Coseley have been logged with 
the council since the start of the year. 

The council pays the police an 
undisclosed sum to seize strays which 
are then taken outside the Black 


Country to be rehomed. Police say the 
horses will be kept for three days and 
if the owner cannot be contacted or 
does not come forward with owner¬ 
ship proof and settle fines, they will 
be found new homes. 

Section 24 of the Town and Police 
Clauses Act 1847 states police can 
seize and impound cattle which stray 
on to a public highway. 

Until the new agreement, the 
council had been paying an outside 
agency around £20,000 a year to 
impound horses. The council has set 
up a new working group looking at 
resolving longer term issues of horses 
on council owned land.

Dudley will not lose its police 
station if proposals to reduce opening 
hours are given the go-ahead, the 
town’s police chief has vowed. 

Chief Superintendent Keith 
Baldwin told councillors at a meeting 
there were no plans to shut the base 
in Tower Street. But he did admit the 
station was no longer fit for modern 
day policing and alternative premises 
may need to be found in the future. 

He said police had been forced to 
close the custody cells because they 
did not meet modern health and 
safety rules and the building could 
not be adapted due to its age. 

“It’s quite plain that Dudley Police 


Station is past its sell by date. What 
its shelf life is will depend on the 
outcome of a review,” he said. 

Members of Central Dudley Area 
Committee had called the special 
meeting on Tuesday to discuss West 
Midlands Police’s proposals to close 
the station to the public from 6pm 
until 10am. The station is currently 
open from 7am until 10pm. 

Inspector Richard Jones told coun¬ 
cillors that during a three-week 
survey just four people a night had 
visited the station between 6pm and 
10am. But Councillor Qadar Zada 
told the meeting that having a police 
station open provided “a sanctuary” 


for town residents. “It is a vital access 
point for local people which should be 
preserved,” he said. 

Councillor Shaukat Ali said he 
feared reducing opening hours could 
lead to the station being axed in the 
future. He added around 2,000 people 
had already signed a petition against 
the proposals, which had been organ¬ 
ised by both councillors and Dudley 
North MP Ian Austin. It was due to be 
handed into the West Midlands Police 
Authority at a meeting last week. 

“People living in this area want a 
police station that is open and acces¬ 
sible all hours of the day and night.”

“I’m very keen to open up 
the council and make us as 
transparent as possible, 
and this is just one way 
people can see what goes on 
without leaving home,” 
added councillor jones.

Archbishop 
sends out 
riot warning 

The Archbishop of Canterbury has warned of 
“more outbreaks of futile anarchy” like this 
summer’s riots unless the Government and 
society do more to rescue young people . 

Rowan Williams called for “youth-testing” of 
national and local government cuts and said 
that cutting the provision of youth services 
should be “manifestly indefensible”. 

He said he felt “enormous sadness” about the 
riots that erupted in London and spread across 
the country in August. 

Too many young people lived lives in which 
“anger and depression are almost the default 
setting” and valued themselves according to a 
“Darwinian hierarchy of style”, he said. 

The Archbishop said young people needed 
love and a dependable background for their 
lives so that they knew they did not “have to 
fight ceaselessly for recognition”. 

“We should be keeping a sharp eye on 
working practices that undermine this, and 
asking how law and society reinforce the right 
kinds of family stability by training in parent¬ 
ing skills as well as high quality out-of-school 
activity and care,” he said. “We should be chal¬ 
lenging an educational philosophy too 
absorbed in meeting targets to shape charac¬ 
ter. And we should look long and hard at the 
assumptions we breed into our children about 
acquisition and individual material profit.”

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Police chief feeling 
the heat over cuts

The chief constable of the West 
Midlands found himself in the 
middle of a bitter row over plans to 
shut a string of police stations 
overnight. 

The region’s police authority attacked 
the way the public had been consulted 
over the proposals. 

Two protest petitions with a total of nearly 
4,000 signatures urging a rethink were 
handed to the meeting in Birmingham last 
week. The force wants to shut 12 stations - 
including Wednesfield, Dudley, Stourbridge, 
Halesowen and Bloxwich — between 6pm and 
10pm and redeploy staff to contact centres or 
front line duties. 

The proposal is part of the battle by West 
Midland Police to save £126 million over the 
next four years in a bid to manage Govern¬ 
ment cuts in funding. 

Chief Constable Chris Sims maintained 
this “tremendous response” showed the 
process was not flawed. 

Outcry 

But Wolverhampton councillor Bob Jones, 
the police authority’s finance chief, 
responded: “I find it difficult to understand 
how mass petitions and an outcry that the 
consultation has been totally inadequate can 
be used as evidence that the process is 
working.” 

Magistrate Julia Lyle added: “The public 
need reassurance that the consultation is not 
a superficial exercise.” 

The public consultation deadline has been 
extended from December 31 until January 15. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin handed in a 
2,000-strong petition, pleading for Dudley 
police station to be spared. He said: “The sig¬ 
natures were collected in less than a fortnight 
and this indicates the deep feelings against 
this proposal.” 

Another petition with 1,900 signatures 
calling for Bloxwich police station to stay 
open 24 hours a day and supported by a letter 
from Walsall North MP David Winnick was 
also presented to the committee. 

The chief constable suggested minor alter¬ 
ations may be possible but warned: “If we 
deviate from the core of the proposals I will 
have to cut something else and that could 
potentially have a more direct impact on the 
service we provide.” 


Landmark to be restored

A fundraising campaign is to be 
launched to refurbish a toposcope, 
which is a landmark that acts as a 
geographical guide, at a beauty 
spot in South Staffordshire. 

The marker on Kinver Edge was 
designed and paid for by the 
Rotary Club of Kinver as its first 
major public project after its for¬ 
mation in 1985. 

However, since the monument 
was positioned on the most promi¬ 
nent, and most exposed part of the 
site in 1990, the base and granite 


top have developing cracks. 
Renowned sculptor and stone 
carver Michael Scheuermann, has 
repositioned the detached pieces 
and is currently assessing the cost 
of a granite replacement. Mike 
Deathridge, who heads the rotary 
committee looking into the repair, 
said: “We don’t know how much a 
new top will cost but it will be 
expensive. When we do have a 
figure we will be researching the 
possibility of securing grants and 
obtaining donations.”

Dumped suite adds 
to £10m sewers bill

A pick axe, vacuum cleaner and 
king-size quilts dumped down 
sewers have contributed towards a 
£10m annual repair bill for Severn 
Trent Water. 

Other items discovered after recent 
blockages in the Black Country include 
milk crates, traffic cones, metal fencing, 
cushions, carpets and pushchairs. 

Most were dropped straight down man¬ 
holes in Wolverhampton, Walsall, Sandwell 
and Dudley after the covers were taken off. 
It is costing the firm £10 million each year to 
remove the 22,000 blockages that blight its 
sewer system. 

Drew Kirby, strategy manager for Severn 
Trent’s sewerage infrastructure, said: “It is 
easy to think ‘Out of sight, out of mind,’ but 
this is creating a major problem for our 
workers.” 

There are 700km that are the most trou¬ 
blesome of its 90,000km stretch of pipe work. 
Wednesbury, Walsall town centre and Tipton 
are among locations named as the worst hit, 
with sewers clogged up 587 times in the last 
year. 

That put the areas in 10th, 11th and 12th 
place consecutively in a league table of the 
biggest blockers in the area covered by 
Severn Trent, which reaches from Wales to 
Scunthorpe and Gloucester to Leicester. 

Toothbrushes 

Workers recently found an entire three- 
piece suite dumped in a sewer in Leamington 
Spa, while a child near Worcester cleared her 
parents’ bathroom cabinet of toothbrushes, 
hairbrushes, combs and beauty products and 
flushed them all down the toilet. 

Mr Kirby added: “A blocked sewer is, of 
course, inconvenient but if it leads to sewer 
flooding it can be extremely unpleasant and 
stressful. 

“It is particularly frustrating when those 
caused by misuse of sewers and drains can be 
completely avoided.” 

Severn Trent spokeswoman Amy Weiser 
said: “Two out of every five sewer blockages 
come from cleansing wipes and sanitary 
products, while one in five are from fat, oil 
and grease. 

“We are still left scratching our heads after 
hearing about some of the stuff our staff dis¬ 
cover.”

A police officer who went to the aid of a man suffering a 
heart attack is being honoured for his life-saving actions. 

Pc Dave Webb helped a paramedic to resuscitate the 50- 
year-old after he collapsed in Round Hill, Sedgley. 

The father-of-four was one of the first to arrive on the 
scene and was joined by some of his colleagues from the 
Sedgley neighbourhood police team. 

The policeman, who is based at Sedgley Police Station, 
said: “We had a call to say there had been a cardiac arrest 
in the street. 

“The paramedic was trying to resuscitate the man with 
a defibrillator but it wasn’t working. 

“I did chest compressions until the ambulance arrived to 
take him to hospital. 

“We carried on chest compressions and on route we were 
able to get him back.” 

The Royal Humane Society is now going to present Pc 
Webb with an award. Pc Webb, aged 50, was nominated by 
his colleagues at West Midlands Police.The grandfather - 
of-six, said, the man survived. He is now doing very well 
and is grateful to be alive. 


Signs are 
targeted 
by thieves 

Dozens of roads signs are 
being stolen by metal 
thieves wanting to sell them 
on for scrap in Worcester¬ 
shire. 

Around 40 signs have 
been taken during the past 
10 months and now they are 
being replaced by ones 
made out of fibreglass to 
prevent further thefts.

bie, 19, all pleaded guilty to handling 
stolen goods just minutes before a 
trial was due to start after they had 
earlier denied the charges. 

Scrap metal yard owner David 
Higgins, 32, of Stanton Grove, Dudley 
Port, also admitted the same offence 
along with a charge of failing to make 
a record of metal he received. 

Engineering 

Mrs Marion Bibb, prosecuting, said 
a total of £3,000 of the “highly valu¬ 
able” metal had been stolen from the 
engineering firm in Mill Street on the 
weekend of September 3 — days after 
it was delivered to be used in a con¬ 
tract making parts for cranes. 

The following Monday staff visited 
local scrap yards in a bid to track 


down the metal, and discovered it at 
Higgins’s business. 

Mrs Bibb said Higgins had not 
recorded any details of the metal 
when it was offered to him, which is 
“important to do in the current 
climate of metal thefts”. 

Buckingham, of Valley Road, Lye, 
and Golden, of Wavell Road, Quarry 
Bank, believed the metal was steel 
and “not worth much” when they 
bought it from a known contact, said 
Mr Surinder Joshi, defending the 
pair. 

Mr David Kelly said his client 
Metembie, of Valley Road, Lye, had 
thought he was meeting up with his 
friends to go to the pub but agreed to 
carry the metal “in return for a couple 
of pints”. 

All three did not know the metal 
was stolen, the court was told. The 
case was adjourned for sentence. 


Concern over 
parking fees 

Traders have warned controversial plans to charge for 
on-street parking in town centres across Dudley will 
destroy the borough’s fragile economy. 

Dudley Council has unveiled plans to scrap free parking 
in town centres including Dudley and Stourbridge under 
cost-cutting plans, hoping to raise up to £150,000 over the 
next three years — but traders fear it will drive shoppers 
away, forcing firms to close. 

Council leaders have admitted the scheme is flawed, 
with a five-year delay before the authority would see a 
profit. Alan Caswell, who runs the Arcade Toy Shop in the 
nearby Fountain Arcade, said he was “disappointed” by the 
council’s plans. 

“This is really not good for the town,” he said.“It has got 
to impact on the trade - we will see far fewer people coming 
to shop here if the free parking goes. There is no point cre¬ 
ating more parking spaces and then do something which 
drives people away. 

“If people can park free somewhere else, they will go 
somewhere else.” 

Shopper George Jefferies, aged 39, from Sedgley, said he 
would not be willing to pay for parking in the town. 

“Free short-term parking is far more important to the 
regeneration of the town,” he said. “Personally, I would 
either try to get around it by parking in residential areas 
on the edge of town, or shop outside the borough.” 

Council transport boss Councillor Patrick Harley said 
the proposal was one of many in the draft budget, subject 
to public consultation until mid-December.

Sporty car here now with a quicker one to follow 


IT’S NEVER easy making a 
sporty car sound enticing 
when there’s an even sportier 
one on the horizon. 

And it’s not as though Ford is 
hiding news of its properly hot 
Focus. The second bullet point 
in the news release from the 
company tells the world that the 
sizzling ST arrives some time in 
2012 with 250 willing horses 
under its bonnet. 

Which is rather more than the 
current warm hatch Ford, called 
Zetec S and packing a smaller 
punch. 

Insurance 

Ford must be hoping this one’s 
inevitably lower performance will be 
more than made up for by inevitably 
lower bills for purchase, insurance 
and fuel costs. 

This now available car was spe¬ 
cially developed for Britain, where 
we like a sporty look to our motors. 
Ford thinks it might sell 6,000 a year. 

In fact, most Zetec S models are 
simply a mild cosmetic makeover of 
the existing (non-S) models, with a 
sports styling kit, bigger wheels and 
a stiffened suspension.

Oh, and alloy-look pedals, rear 
LED rear lights and a button to start 
the engine, not a boring old ignition 
key. 

You’ll pay a £1,250 premium over 
the less racy-looking Zetec for the 
changes, where it’s possible to 
compare like with like. 

Dig deeper, though and you find 
the Zetec S debuting a more power¬ 
ful (179bhp) turbocharged petrol 
engine and with a not inconsiderable 
price tag of £20,495. 

The new range starts at £18,745 
for a 1.6 petrol, and tops out with the 
£22,595 diesel with a potent 2.0 
litres. 

But it’s the petrol version tested 
here that’s likely to set an enthusi¬ 
ast’s blood moving a little faster. 

The on-paper performance 
figures (138mph, 0-62mph in 7.9 
seconds) promise a car that ought to 
feel eager and responsive, if not 
downright fast. 

Surprise, surprise, that’s precisely 
how it seems on the road. 

There’s definitely space for a 
Focus road rocket in the near future 
but until that time this version of the 


Zetec S will do pretty well. 

It will certainly answer all the 
experts who reckoned the latest 
Focus was beautifully built, quiet 
and comfortable but lacking in the 
sheer joy of driving that all the previ¬ 
ous models had in spades. 

The new car is still a comfy way to 
munch miles and has the elusive 
quality common to most Fords of 
recent times (and surprisingly rare in 
rivals) of simply being good to drive, 
however modest the engine doing 
the work. 

Over a not very demanding test 
route my car showed 37mpg on the 
trip computer. 

Optimistic 

Not bad, if miles behind the 
47mpg recorded in the official Euro 
test. 

That’s the figure that has to be 
quoted by law and that usually 
proves wildly optimistic. 

Trying a car with an existing diesel 
engine (2.0 litres, 161bhp, £21,345) 
moved the trip meter to 47mpg. 

But the car did not ride as well as 
its faster, petrol powered sibling. On 
the other hand it still felt pretty 
potent, though, and needed fewer 
gear changes. 

If you want (much) better

economy from your Focus you will 
be able to buy one late in 2012 with 
an improbably small 1.0 litre engine 
and a mere three cylinders. 

It sounds intriguing - let’s hope 


that it shows how the clever applica¬ 
tion of conventional mechanicals 
(not a booster electric motor in sight) 
still has the potential to deliver those 
cherished improvements in fuel 


savings. Don’t bet against it. 

In the meantime, this latest 
version of the Focus makes an 
already impressive car usefully 
better still.

The dream may be over for non-league Stour¬ 
bridge FC after they crashed out of the FA Cup 
in front of a record home crowd — but their fans 
are defiant, hailing the players as heroes. 

The Glassboys were beaten 3-0 by League 
One play-off hopefuls Stevenage in the second 
round of the famous tournament. 

It was the first time Stourbridge had reached 
this stage in their 135-year history after 
beating Plymouth Argyle in a dramatic first 
round replay. 

They were hoping the fairytale would con¬ 
tinue and that they would make the third 
round - and face a possible money-spinning 
draw against a Premier League side. 

But fans were defiant after the match and 
said they were proud of their heroes. 

And bosses have insisted the cup run will 
leave a long-lasting legacy with up to £100,000 
being raised in TV deals, sponsorship and gate 
receipts. 

They are now planning for the future and 
preparing for their next league match at home 
tomorrow night. But chairman Ian Pilkington 
said they were proud of their performances and 
would remember this cup run “for a long time”. 

He added: “It’s been great for the club and we 
have started to build something special here 
that we hope we can continue.” 

Fans were celebrating after 70 minutes when 
it appeared Drew Canavan’s curling free-kick 
from 25 yards out had gone in but it had only hit 


the side netting. Soon after Stevenage scored 
their first goal and the Glassboys struggled to 
get back into the game. 

But the fans continued to cheer throughout 
with chants of “red arm/’ echoing around the 
War Memorial Ground. 

The match was a near sell-out with the 3,067 
attendance — the club’s biggest for 40 years. 

Two temporary stands at the cricket pitch 
side of the ground were today being dismantled 
but the stand behind the goal at the Church End 
could stay until the end of the season. 

Fantastic 

The team did a lap of the pitch after the game 
to thank the fans for their support in recent 
weeks. Goalkeeper Lewis Solly said: “They have 
been fantastic and it was great to see a packed 
house again today. This day will live long in the 
memory. It’s obviously really disappointing to 
lose but we can hold our heads high.” Support¬ 
ers spoke of their pride after the match. 

Mike Raybone, of Wordsley, who went with 
his 14-year-old daughter, Ella, said: “You can 
look back and think it could have been different 
but we are still proud of them.” 

Captain Ben Billingham’s mother, Alison, 
said: “It’s a massive achievement getting this 
far. They are a great bunch of lads.” 

Jack Shaw, aged 22, of Colley Gate, said: “I’ve 
been coming here for years and it’s amazing to 
see them do so well.”
